Fourteen local health departments have opened their 
doors these trainees and undertaken the responsi- 
bility initiating them into the actual practice 
their public health specialty relation the total 
health program, rather than academic isolation. 


The bacteriology students California are required 
take six months field training after graduation 
from college order qualify for their State reg- 
istration. they have had previous experience cer- 
tain phases public health laboratory work the period 
field training may shortened somewhat.

The Bureau Public Health Nursing assists mak- 
ing arrangements for registered nurses taking college 
work health nursing have from two four 
months supervised field training, depending upon 
their previous health department experience.
